Since the Aquarium sits directly 
in front of a window, a “Curtain’’ was placed in the back 
to reduce the intensity of the Sunlight and Supplemented 
by Artificial light in the overhead reflector.

Before transferring fish to 
your pool or aquarium, be sure the temperature of water is of no great 
difference. Best to add some of your water to the can in which fish have 
been shipped. Use one ounce salt per gallon of water to help heal any 
injury that was done in shipping. Do not take fish in hands. Use a dip net.

All you need for equipment is a rectangular glass aquarium 
of capacity from 2 to 20 gallons, sufficient aquarium gravel or 
well washed sand to cover the bottom of the aquarium to a depth 
of two inches. 

Plants are the most important of the aquarium equipment. 
They keep the water in good condition because they release 
oxygen, and, on the other hand, take up the carbon dioxide 
given off by the fishes. Plants also serve as a natural refuge 
for the inhabitants from too much light. They are the first 
essential of an attractive and well-balanced aquarium, for their 
utility as well as their educational value. It is because of the 
plants that you do not have to change water in an aquarium. 

To human beings plants are used around the house for 
decorative purposes; in the aquarium they serve the same orna- 
mental purpose plus a more valuable one, that of furnishing 
oxygen to the fish. 

We have listed only those plants which we know from 
experience are the best for the purpose. Plants shipped are 
divided into two classes: those with roots and crowns which 
must be rooted in sand, and others which are shipped as 
bunched plants. These can be separated and the stems anchored 
in the sand and readily take root. At times immediately after 
planting the water may assume a cloudy appearance, but as 
the plants grow this coloration will disappear. 

By a balanced aquarium is meant a tank in which the air 
surface of the water supplemented by plants will supply suffi- 
cient oxygen for the needs of the fish to be maintained therein. 
Also a well balanced aquarium, the plants and scavengers will 
consume most of the refuse from the fish, making the changing 
of the water in the tank unnecessary, although enough fresh 
water should be added from time to time to compensate for 
evaporation.

THE PLANTS 8 TO 10 HOURS OF THIS ARTIFICIAL LIGHT. THIS WILL GROW 
PLANTS AS WELL AS NATURAL LIGHT. 

ALL PLANTS REGARDLESS OF THE SIZE OF AN ORDER MUST BE PACKED CARE- 
FULLY TO INSURE AGAINST DAMAGE DUE TO DRYING OUT, ROUGH HANDLING 
AND COLD. THE BULK OF THE WEIGHT IS IN THE Aa PACKING.
